RE-MAKING THE DOUKS. 

A few months ago sehools in the 
Doukhobor settlements ef Saskatchewan 
were going up in smoke with a frequency 
that did not suggest that the fires origin- 
ated by accident or ‘spontaneous combus- 


tion”. On Wednesday a school house in 
one of the communities established by 
these people near Nelson, B.C., was 
wrecked by a bomb, which certainly did 


not come there by chance nor of its own 
accord ° 

When in the early years of their so- 
journ in Canada these peculiar people used 
to indulge in one of their impressive par- 
ades a8 @ means of showing their dislike 
of our school system, it was assumed 
that this preference for ignorance was 
only a temporary mood which would fade 
in course of time under the influence of 
Canadianizing conditions. The next gen- 
eration, it was said, would understand the 
value of schools and want their children 
to have the advantages given to other 
children 

Unless the Douks. are an unueyslly 
long-lived rece, it is this “hext genere- 
tion” that is now violently registering its 
protest against having to pay school taxes 
and send its children to school, Perhaps 
the third or fourth generation wil] bring 
about the much-desired and long-hoped- 
for change ip racie! attitude on the sub- 
ject of education. It is to be hoped so 

But in this particular instance the 
“Canadianizing process” does seem to be 
working with aggravating slowness. Quite 
slow enough to make the people of Canaga 
more eareful than they have some- 
times been as to the kind of immigrants 
who are allowed to enter Canada and the 
ingrained habits they bring with them. 


MORE BUSINESS NEEDED 

Edmonton is not a self-sustained com- 
munity, Its residents could not cut com- 
munication with the outside world and 
continue to live and prospey by trading 
among themselves, e m / exists by 
collecting toll upon the trade of the great 
area of central and northern Alberta. 
Conditions in the city, and for all whoge 
homes are here, are governed by the 
amount of buying and selling that is done 
by Edmonton stores, business houses of 
all kinds, and manufacturing establish- 
ments; the bulk of which trade is done by 
the 300,000 ple who live oytside the 
city but inside its trading area, rather than 
by the 70,000 who live inside the city 
limits. 

Any readjustment that tends to in- 
crease the amount of outside business 
that is done in Edmonton is to the advant- 
age of everyone who hag a stake in the 
city, When business is less active than 
usual is the time when such Sparen 
are of most consequence, In such times 
the seller must seek the buyer, must make 


must make known to him the adyantages 
of buying here rather than eleawhere and 
of buying now rather than at some inde- 
finite future time, 

When conditions were other than they 
are at present jt was established by law 
that Edmonton stores should be closed on 
Wednesday afternoons and should close 
cach evening at six @’clock. While buyers 
were seeking the sellers that arrange- 
ment may not have operated geriously to 
the disadvantage of the city. But now 
that this condition is exactly reversed, the 

uestion arises whether the city can af- 
ord to maintain a4 rule which at least 
tends to discourage rather than to encour- 
age people living outside the ejty to come 
into the city and trade. 

One point should be clearly under- 
stood. The proposal to allow stores tq be 
kept open on Wednesday afternoon and 
on Saturday evening is not a proposal that 
clerks be required to work Jonger hours 
than they do now. The present number 
of hours per week has been fixed by law 
and established in practice, and is acr 
cepted generally as fair and satisfactory. 

But if, without interfering with the 
length of the working week, merchants 
are allowed to open their places of busi- 
ness all day on Wednesdays and keep 
them open Saturday evenings, there is rea- 
son to suppose that a Jarger volume of 
trade could be attracted to the city, to the 
benefit of the mercantile establishments, 
the increase of the number of store em- 
ployees, and the general improvement of 
conditions.

RICE A GOOD ECONOMICAL STARCH 

Is your family tired of potatoes? Then try rice 
for a change. In many Bastern countries rice 
served with vegetables just as we serve potatoes or 
bread. Rice may be considered one of the good 
starches. Jt is 719% slarch in @ form thet digests 
easily. Flee is never an expensive food, for it swells 
up so greatly whije being ceoked. Pid you ever hear 
o; the man who mede up his mind that for onee he 
would cook up enough rice? He chose a large pan 
and filled it with rice. When the rice began to 
swell he filled the frying pan, the dishpan and half 
the sink. He did not know that five cups of water 
and one cup of rice make more than four cups of 
cooked rice. 

White vice & the kind mose commonly ysed here, 
and it is efien coated with tele to keep out bugs and 
dampness. This thin coatipg does not injure the 
rice, a5 jt is easily removed by washing. Whenever 
possible I would advise you to obtain the brown or 
natural rice rather than the polished rice. Brown 
rice hag the advantage of having »® more delicious 
flavor besides containing more orgepic salts of jime, 
magnesium, ivon, potassium and phosphorys which 
are largely removed during the polishing in the case 
of white flee. 

In China and Japan it was foynd that when hur 
man beings lived on polished rice as the exclive 
cereal for a long enough time they developed 4 dis- 
case called beriberi. This disease seemed to be al- 
most mirgeylously cured by feeding either the natural 
rice or the bran taken from the polished rice. It was 
found that the substance Jost was vitamin B whieh 
clings closely to the skin of the riee. This vitemin Is 
present in the brown pr unpolished rice and it was 
found thet if this type of rice wee used the disease 
besiperi did not develop, 

Rice should not be served with sugar or fruits, Jt 
is ali right to serve butter or cream with it, but Jeave 
oft the sugar, a5 suger apd starch do not digesy wel) 
Logether and the result is exeessive fermentation 

When using rice, use it gs the principal part of 
the meal, and combine it with cooked and raw veger 
tables. ‘Tomatoes, peing ecid, do not combine very 
well with rice. 

Rice may be used as w ecrea) for breakiast and 
ney also be ysed in soups, muffins and croqueties, 
Many breakfast foods fegture rice, A good wholesome 
breakiast food is made of rice loded trom gum 
so that 4 is puffy end erisp; another offers rice Wy 
tousted flakes, ready to eat, 

The mot desirable method of cooking rice is to 
use a tireless cookey or steam presgure cooker. It also 
cooks well 4) a ordinary double beiler. A good wey 
to serve rice {s to form it th a ring one dite ang 
place cooked vegetables in the centre.
